|HEAVY DAMAGES. 


London, Dec. 1. 
A turf libel action which 
attracted considerable atten- 

‘ tion because the Earl of 
Harewood, husband of Prin- 
cess Mary, was one of the 
defendants, terminated in 
the High Court to-day, with 
the award of heavy damages . 
to the plaintiff. : 

It was a ease in which Mr. 
Charles Chapman, the well- 
known horse ‘trainer of Lavant, . 
sued the Earl of Ellesmere, the 
Earl of Harewood, and the Earl 
of Rosebery, as stewards of the 
Jockey Club, Messrs. Weather- 
by and Sons, as publishers of the 
Racing Calendar, and ‘The 
Times, the famous London 
Journal, for libel in connexion 
with a warning-off notice. 


£19,000 Damnges. 


The defendants were ordered to 
pay damages totalling £19,000, thig 
amount being awarded by the 
High Court jury against all defen- 
dants., The Timea is required to 
pay £8,000, and the remaining de- 
fendants £16,000. 


Ruined ky Notice. . 


“Chapmith “complained: “that ts: 


he had been ruined through the 
publication of u statement by the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club. that 
they hnd satisfied themselves that 
a drug had been administered to 
i horse, Don Pat, winner of n race 
ut.

EMOTION BROUGHT ON 
BY READING. 


The meeting of the English 
Association, held yesterday even- 
ing in the Helena May Inatitute, 
was characterised by delightful 
informality and friendliness, 
Several - members — entertained 
parties for tea in the lecture room 
hefore the meeting, and the seat 
ing arrangements were informial. 
This departure from the custom 
at previous meetings wag very wel- 
come and was much appreciated 
by n large and representative au- 
dience. : 

His Lordship Bishop Duppuy 
look the chair, and | after the 
minutes of the: November meeting 
had been duly rend and approved, 
‘anked Professor Simpson to rend 
his paper, “Why we are sentimeh- 
tal.” 

The lecturer began by remarking 
that the sentimental is. concerned 
with trivial emotions; but trivial 
emotions are, in a sense, of great 
consequence, for sentiment is un- 
doubtedly a charneteristic of a 
civilised society, and men who 
are devoid of sentiment arc ‘usual- 
Iv selfish, unscrupulous, and dan- 
gerous, Tf we know icleut.a Ching 
is, where aw things is, and how long 
it, haus been, we usually know why 
it is; and in order to answer that 
last question, the speaker dealt 
briefly with sentiment in morality, 
justice, religion, politics, and art. 

Sentiment in Art. 

Tnart, purtivularly, the non-sen- 
fimentalist is apt to be considered 
an cuncultured Philistine, and 
(he most popular mosis and pein. 
ings are (hose whieh certainly de- 
pend on the sentimental for their 
wide appeal, Uheugh their werent 
hess is not due to that quality, 
The present-day revolt ayamat all 
sentimentality ino art has unafor- 
tunately been  aecompanied — toe 
often by petting aavay from good 
drawing and yood painting, but 
the very strength of that revolt 
is the yrrealest tribute (© the force 
of sentimentality in our time, 

In diterature it ia more dificult 
to separate the sentimentality 
from the art. The English novel 
is the most popular form of lifera- 
ture; it is also the stronghold of 
sentimentalism. The two best 
sellers of recent years, “If Winter 
Comes” and “The Good Com- 
panions,” are both, thoroughly 
sentimental. 

The condition of drama is 
similar, for a play must make {ts 
effect on a large mixed audience 
and: sentimentality, being the 
lowest common denominator of 
any large gathering, is the surest 
menns of appeal, 

In Literature. 

After pausing for a moment to 
atresa his definition of sentimen- 
tality as the exaggeration of minér 
emotions, Professor Simpson pro- 
ceeded to a survey of its develop- 
ment in literature. The first half 
of the cighteenth ‘century was 
characterised by ith love of com- 
monsense and hatred of sentiment, 
but the majority of people in 
those days were enallous and brutal 
because of this very lack, as may 
be seen, for example, in the 
grimly unsentimental painting of 
Hogarth or the work of Smollett 
who can write unmoved by the 
cruclty, coarseness, corruption, 
and callousness which ‘he de- 
scribes. 

When Dickens, a hundred years 
later, handled similar themes, he 
was moved, and he wrote for a 
world that he knew would be 
moved too, to sympathise with 
suffering. The rise of sentimen- 
tality in literature began when the 
aye of commonsense had reached 
its climax. : 

Rousseau besxan the great re- 
volution in the spirit and mind of 
man when he exalted sentiment, 
and especially sentimental love, 
as the ideal. After him the re- 
surrection of-this quality, which 
had been almost Tost to letters

HOME WORKERS UN- 
"” EMPLOYED, 


Portmadoc, Nov: 8. 

The depressed condition of the 
Welsh alate industry, and the cons 
sequent heavy unemployment 
among: the workmen, was again the 
subject of 2 conference, held at 
Portmadoce yesterday, of represen- 
tutives of Carnarvon and = Meért- 
oncth local authorities, 

Normally, this industry gives 
work to 9,000 men;- but owing to 
the depression more than a thou-

sand are unemployed, and 4,000 
are working short time. 

During the past seven yenrs, 
foreign slates of ‘the value of 
£1,858,000 have -been imported.’ 
Po jaxibly the initial lower cost of 
foreign siates was the cnuse of 
this trade, it was stated, but in 
fact, Welsh slate, even at an extra 
coat of £1 n ton were far more 
economical, 

A number of instances were 
fiven in which foreign alates 
which had been used in building 
were found to be unsatisfactory, 
and had te removed, home — pro- 
duced slates being substituted, 

Wages paid abroad in the sinte 
industry were less than half those 
paid in Wales, it was declared. 

A reaolution was unanimously 
carried urging the use of the home 
produced slates, It) was alse 
urged that the Ministers of Health 
and Agriculture should be asked 
to adopt, with regard to housing 
subsidies, the same conditions as 
were Inid down by the Ministry ot 
Transport—that all materials «sed 
should. as far aa possible, be of 
United Kingdom origin 

The conference decided to ask 
the Smpire Marketing Board to 
include the Welsh slate industry 
in their propaganda, and to make 
efforts to attract new Industries to 
the two countries concerned.

BOYCOTT SCANDALS. 


Something of n sensation was 
recently created in Shanghai when 
the municipal authorities caused 
the arrest and prosecution of four 
members of the Anti-Japanese 
Association, charging them with 
robbery in connexion with the 
seizure of u bie consignment of 
goods from a piecegoods hong. 
Tt was admitted by the accused 
men that the goods had been 
seized, in the bellef that they were 
of Japanese manufacture, but they 
claimed that they were acting 
under ‘the Instructions of their 
fuperiors. When asked in Court 
if they would kill if thelr 
superiors asked them to do so, 
the prisoners answered that they. 
would not, as stich an act would 
be unlawful. They apparently 
refused to admit that the seizure 
of another man’s goods was any- 
thing but legal in’ the elrcum- 
stances. In the result, the Chinese 
Judge of the Special District 
Court, before which the case was 
heard, held that-the action of the 
accused was a form of patriotic 
movement, and could not be des- 
cribod aa robbery. However, he 
‘fined cach. of the-men $20 for an 
offends -against the personal 
Uberty of the proprietor of the

THE LEGISLATIVE 
COUNCIL. 


SIR SHOU-SON CHOW 
RETIRES. 


On the completion of his second 
term of office in the Legislative 
Council, Sir Shou-son Chow, the 
Senior unofiicial Chinese member, 
is relinquishing his position as 
from — to-day, shaving. — served 
nitogether for a period of 
ten yenrs. Sir Shou-son Chow 
was first appointed ' an un- 
oficinl member of the Council on 
December 2, 1921 and after a first 
term of aix years he was -re-ap- 
pointed in 1927 for a further term 
of four yeara. 

Interviewed by a representative 
of the §. C. AL, Pout yesterday 
afternoon, Sir Shou-son said that he 
was leaving the Legislative Council 
because hid term jn office expired 
yenterdny. He did not acek re 
appointment because he wished to 
give the younger men.a chance. 

Continuing he anid: “Iam glad 
that the, Chinese lendership has 
fallen on the Hon. Mr. R. OH.
